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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The weight calculation performed by Walker is one 
of several possible methods for determining chip forgery as stated in the Office Action. Hence the Examiner is confused how the applicant 
could suggest a forgery is not detected by comparing the number of "correct" RF signals received (the second detecting device) from 
several tokens with a calculation of a total weight that is inaccurate with the number of detected tokens. Furthermore the Examiner 
disagrees with the applicant's claim of hindsight reasoning made by the Examiner. The Examiner has cited movitation from all three 
references as to why an ordinary person with ordinary skill level at the time the claimed invention was made, thus the Examiner has 
provided rational against hindsight arguments. In addition, prima facie case of obviousness has been meet since Walker teaches tokens 
having an expected value. Thus any properly calculated weight that concludes an inaccurancy with the weight token logically suggest 
something is wrong and in the world of casinos that would mean forgery. This logical statement is by no means outside of the thinking 
capacity of an ordinary artisan and the provided references. 
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
